It seems to us very clear that the portion ol 
specie in Ihe country, w liich enters iin.'i general 
circulation nrcrssari/y narrows, not “\''iilens” 
as the popular phrase is, Ihe S|>ecie basis of the 
Banks; and this, more especially, is the case 
where Bank notes are redeenieil iimJ with 
drawn to make room hir it.
